But, such as itis, it is the principle 
deliberately adopted for Canada. 
The Liberal party long ago, with 
all its free trade traditions, adopt- 
ed “tariff for revenue only” as its 
fiscal policy. The necessities of 
revenue are the fundamental justi- 
fication of the present tariff in the 
light of historic Liberalism. If 
the point of view is changed, and 
if “free trade as they have it in 
England” is adopted, some other 
principle of taxation for Federal 
revenue purposes must be intro- 
duced. Canadians, like other 
civilized people, must pay tame. 
for public purposes, and under 
present conditions they are taxed 
not directly, as in England, but 
indirectly through Customs duties 
on imported goods, This should 
be kept in mind by all who hold 
to the one economic theory need- 
ing no labored defence, the British 
theory that free citizens should be 


rich | 


pur-! 


left free to buy what they want 
without interference or hampering 
by the State. 

On the other side, those who 
believe in and profit by a Customs 
tariff even for revenue only, must 
recognize that such a tariff in- 
volves an element of protection, 
which in the case of some indus- 
tries is a class privilege and special 
advantage to home manufacturers, 
They must also recognize that a 
protective tariff is a tax, and that 
those who pay it have the inalien- 
able right to demana that it justify 
itself, not asa piece of private 
privilege, but as a just and useful 
public policy. The industries 
aided directly by cash subsidies 
from the public treasury must 
justify their privilege on public 
grounds and as often as occasion 
may demand, The same is true 
with industries aided indirectly by 
a protective tariff which enables 
them to sell their goods at prices 
higher than the consumers would 
jpay if there were no_ protective 
tariff against foreign competition. 
Every tax must justify itself, and 
in a free country it is vain and 
foolish to argue that a Customs 
|tax which involves special privil- 
eges for some and special disabil- 
ities for others shall be taken out 
of politics, Taxing the people is 
one of the responsibilities of gov- 
jernment, A tax that carries spec- 
|ial protection beyond the require- 
ments of governmental revenue is 
|and must always be a matter for 
free discussion and free action on 
| the part of any free people con- 
‘cerned with the practice of self- 
/government., The tarifi never can 
be taken out of politics,

Dinizulu will be given a farm near | 
Nylstroom, on which he will live with | 


his wives and personal attendants, and 


enjoy reasonable liberty on an allow. | 
ance of $2,500 per annum, subject to | 
good behaviour. 

As long ago as 1887 Dinizulu was ar. | 
rested and tried for high treason, and 
sentenced to death. The sentence was 
commuted, however, to imprisonment 
for ten years at St, Helena, where he 
spent his time in learning English. 

Zululand was annexed to Natal, and 
Dinizulu was released, in 1897. He 
had been deprived of the position of 
paramount chief, the colony binding 
itself to pay him a yearly salary of | 
$2,500, “not to be withdrawn without | 
the approval of the Secretary of 
State.” 

In 1905 and 1906 Natal was in a 
state of considerable alarm, owing to 
the disquiet among the Zulus, a strong 
expedition finally being sent to quell 
a serious rising. Dinizulu was arrest- 
ed, and after months in custody was 
brought up for trial in November, 
1908, on several counts. The trial last- 
ed till March of last year, and cost 
the crown $50,000, Dinizulu was found 
guilty of harboring rebels, and sen- 
teneed to four years’ imprisonment. 


Czar of the Bulgarians. 

Perhaps the most picturesque of the 
nine monarchs who attended King Ed- 
ward's funeral was King Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria, who was really a kinsman 
of the late monarch, being descended 
from the grandfather of Queen Vic- 
toria. He was merely a half-pay lieu- 
tenant of Hussars in the Austrian ser- 
vice when, in 1887, the Bulgarian Na- 
tional Assembly elected him to suc- 
ceed Prince Alexander of Hesse, who 
had abaicated. In the trying and 
dangerous episodes through whieh 
Bulgaria has passed during the last 
few years he bas proved himself an 
astute ruler, and gained much popu- 
jarity 

}eople like him because he is un- 
conventional and accomplished. He 
is fond of botanizing, keen about orni- 


thology, and is a collector of rare 
books and prints. In his palace at 
Sofia the things one notices chiefly 


are his large collection of useful books 
and the manner in which he has orna- 
mented his study and audience rooms 
with souvenirs dear to Bulgarian his- 
tory. He is rather fond of engine- 
driving, and laughingly confesses that 
he keeps in practice because his abil- 
ity to drive an engine might some 
day be the means of saving his life. 


England’s Best All-Round Sportsman. 


So Lord Lonsdale, whose name has 
been much before the public lately in 
connection with the terrible disaster 
at the Whitehaven mines, which he 
owns, has been termed; and there is 
not much exaggeration in the descrip- 
tion, for his lordship rides, shoots, 
yachts, motors ,and boxes, and is an 
expert slipper of grey hounds. His 
chief love, perhaps, is for horses. 
Back in the ‘nineties Lord Lonsdale 
made a bet with Lord Shrewsbury that 
he would drive twenty miles in re- 
cord time. In spite of the roads being 
covered with deep snow, Lord Lons- 
dale won. The road to be traversed 
was that between Reigate and Craw- 
ley. His lordship drove a_ four-in- 
hand the first five miles, a pair for 
another five, rode postillion of a pair 
for the next five, and made up the 
twenty by driving a single horse for 
the last stage, accomplishing the to- 
tal distance in fifty-five and a half 
minutes, 


Costliest Club In the World. 


The home of luxury aptly describes 
the new Royal Automobile Club, in 
Pall Mall, which will be ready for 
occupation in January next. 

The Grecian swimming-bath 90 feet 
long and 30 feet wide, will, together 


with the walls, be encased in white 
marble. Adjoining, there are to be 
found a Turkish bath, a fine gym- 


nasium, and squash racquet courts. 
From the entrance hall, one proceeds 
to a magnificent vestibule with a 
glass-covered, domed roof. On one side 
is the general club-room—a compart- 
ment 100 feet by 40 feet. The lounge 
hall, which is 80 feet high, has a 
musicians’ gallery at one end and a 
Stage at the other. In all, there will | 
be nine floors, The total cost of the | 
building will be £230,000, and some 
£30,000 will be spent on furnishing. 


Round the World In Eight Days. 


An elaborate description of the air- 
ship of 1915 is given, and it is believ- 
ed that within five years such an air- 
liner will be capable of travelling 75 
miles an hour ordinarily, and often 120 
miles in the upper levels. Two miles 
above the Kquator a planetary current 
encircles the globe at tremendous 
speed. The ashes of the eruption of 
Krakatoa were carried in this belt 
round the world in fourteen days. Ten 
years hence an airship driven fifty | 
miles an hour may perchance make 
that trip in eight days, flying at a 
speed of 120 miles an hour, or 3,000 
miles a day.
